The War ix Missouri.— We find the following 
in th9 St. Louis Democrat of yesterday; 

To Mr. Ilraddleford, express messenger from 
Rnlla, we are indebted for advices from Spring- 
field up to Monday evening, at which time tbe 
stage proprietor Burden, left for Roll*. 

General Lvon with his forces had fallen back 
on Springfield, and was preparing for a vigorous 
defence. He reached Springfield on Monday 
morning. The rebels were advancing on the lat- 
ter place by four different roads, and their ad- 
vance was ascertained to be from ten to fifteen 
miles distant. Three of the routes remembored 
by our informant, on which the enemy were 
moving, woro tho Neosho, Carthage, and the 
Overland roads. General Lyon called in two 
thousand five hundred Homo Guards from the 
neighborhood. Further than this addition to his 
force, no other reinforcements seemed to bo near. 
Cols. Stevenson and Wyman were at Kolia yes- 
terday morning with a force of two thousand 
men. Il was expected that the enemy were re- 
solved on an immediate attack from the fact that 
their commissariat was in a miserable condition, 
the rebels depending on forced c mtributions for 
temporary supplies. They live from “hand to 
mouth,” and necessity obligee them, after run- 
ning over the country and destroying all within 
tlreir reach, to fight or starve 

It was generally remarked in Springfield that 
Gen. Lyon was perfectly confident of success, in 
tho event of an attack, but some entertained ap- 
prehensions. A convoy of sixty wagons, with 
provisions, had arrived at Springfield— a favora- 
ble circumstance in view of possible contingencies. 
The latest estimate place the rebel force at 20,- 
000. Their arms aro thought Io be very inferior, 
judged by the specimens takon during the skir- 
mish on Friday. Gen. Lyon had no entrench- 
ments, depending upon bis 'splendid artillery in

The rumors of an attack upon the camp at Cape 
Girardeau are entirely untrue. The Democrat 
sayf: 

The post is commanded by Col. Marsh, of the 
Twentieth Illinois Regiment* and is strongly en- 
trenched, and fortified with seven twenty-twr 
pound guns and fdur six pounders. The Empress 
arrived thero Wednesday, bringing a reinforce- 
ment of thirteen hundred mon, consisting of tight 
companies of Col. Hivle’s regiment, three of Col. 
FredericV, and two of sappers and miners. De- 
rides these there are at Camp Fremont, tkdonei 
Smi'h'b’ Zouaves, Col. Marsh's command, and 
several other companies, comprising a compauy 
cf artillerists under Lieut. Buffington. 

I Some fifteen miles distant South are about sev- 
| ea thousand of the enemy, apparently with little 
disposition for attuck. Spies sent from Camp 
Fremont have thoroughly inspected the strength 
and condition of the hostile force. They ore 
poo|ly provided for and badly disciplined. Our 
troops are intensely eager to meet and rout them 
at once, and are begging to be led out for the 
purpose. Among the officers no apprehensions 
whatever are entertaineu. 

On Sunday evening the staimer War Kagle, 
from Cairo, arrived at Cape Girardeau with sev- 
«*•.•»! pieces of artillery. A party of five men, 
*iflt Horses, started to lake two of the pioces to 
the cair.p. Having been misinformed ns to tho 
proper road, they got throe miles cut of tho way, 
and toward tbo enemy. At about i) o’clock at 
night they suddenly met a company of at least 
fifty socession cavalry, or mounted picket*, all of 
whom at once reined up. wheeled about, put 
spurs to their steeds, and fled with the greatest 
precipitation! They had mistaken the artillerists 
f.>r the advance of a grand army. The latter 
were considerably astonished at tbe sensation 
they bad innocently created, but succeedul in re- 
gaining their road, and reached the camp at 1 A.

A letter from Cape Girardaau, dated the Gtb, 
8*yr: 

Alarming reports of an advance of the rebels, 
ir.der Pillow and Thompson, iu strong force, were 
circulated The troops slept on their arms during 
the night in Momentary expectation of an attack. 

The greatest panic prevailed am mgst tho citi- 
zens and very many families were moved over 
during the night to the Illinois shore. 

Reports which have come in to-day, and which 
•eetn to he reliable, say that the rebel forces un- 
der Thompson are encamped at Bloomington, Mo., 
some twenty-five miles from Cairo, and over for- 
ty from this town. There are no bodies in force 
nearer than that, it is said. However, vigilance 
is not relaxed. Breastworks are being rapidly 
thrown up around the camps of Cols. Marsh aud 
Smith. The hill on which they are encamped is 
i extremely s’eep in it* a cent and difficult of ac- 
cess, being about two bnn«Jred feet above tho level 
of the rivor. Their water communications are 
' excellent, and canrot be cut off, and tbe position 
can be held against over three times their force. 

Tho St. Louis Republican of Friday sayf: 

A gentleman, cominc directly from Boonville, 
informs us that on Tuesday last the Home Guard 
of that place, numbering about one hnndred and 
twenty- live men, left Boonville in a Isxiy, on a 
ferry boat, for Jefferson Citv, after haviug im- 
pressed an engineer and a pilot into their service. 
They give 89 a reason for this conduct, that, owing 
to tLe departure of the last remnant of the Uni- 
ted States troops, they felt no longer safe again3t 
the attaiks of the secessionists, to whom they 
bad of late made themselves exceedingly obnox- 
ious, by seizing many thousand dollars worth of 
powder. Tbev represent that secession troops 
are constantly being drilled in Saline and Howard 
counties, and that their ultimate design, no doubt, 
is to drive out tbe Home Guard. On tbe way- 
down from Boonville, tbe pilot, who is a sccei- 
sionist, ran the boat aground, or was at least sus- 
pected of doing so, but the boat was afterwards 
got loose again, and the pilot and engineer were 
put under arrest. We are told that the indigna- 
tion of some of the men was so great that, the pi- 
lot hardly escaped being killed on the spot. 

Before leaving Boonville, the officers of the 
Home Guard gave some of the most prominent, 
secessionists to understand that if during their 
absence tbe least injury was offered to their fam- 
ilies, they would resent it on returning in the 
most summary manner. If they can get rein- 
forcements in Jefferson Citv, it is their intention 
to return to Boonville in a few nays.

The Amw*'*-"**’ war ani> European Media 
t.oN. — T ho New York correspondent of the I*hil 
adelphia Ledger, writing under date of Saturday 
last, says: 

A day or two ago, on the faith of private let 
ters received by the Africa, from eminent com 
mercial and financial authorities in London and 
Liverpool, I wrote you that a strong effort wa: 
miking by the “Manchester men” and the En- 
glish shipowners, whose interests are most direct- 
ly affected by the American war, to induce Her 
Majesty’s government to teuder to Mr. Lit. coin it* 
services as mediator between the government and 
the rebels, with a view to the rest* ration of peace, 
and that France, if possible, was to be included as 
joint arbitrator. Letters from other parties, high 
in the confidence of Downing street have also 
been received by some of tbe Wall street bankers, 
who, in turn, show them freelv to their friends. 
The impression is, that Lord Palmerston will ac- 
quiesce in tbe views of the cotton spinners and 
-peculators, with or without the cooperation of 
the French Emperor, and that by the time the 
next cotton crop is ready to go forward, Mr. Sew - 
ard will receive an important communication 
from Lord Lyons. But this, it H expected, will 
be but the beginning of the mamruvre. 

It is understood, as I said before, that Jeff 
Davis icill accept the projfered mediation, while 
•he Federal Government is oxpected to reject it. 
Mr. Lincoln, it is calculated, will thus be placed 
in a position which will draw upon him the ill 
will of the “leading European power®,” and pre- 
sent Ix>rd Palmerston an excellent pretext for 
picking a quarrel with us, in order to raise tbe 
blockade acd procure the necessary- supply of 
cotton for the hungry and clamorous operatives 
in the manufacturing districts. This plan i9 well 
suited to tbe meddlesome and mischievous genius 
of Lord Palmerston, and, keeping in view the 
highly respectable authority which bas divulged 
it, there is every reason to believe that tbe secret 
intrigues of the rebel commissioners in London 
tod Paris will all be, as hitherto they have been, 
lirected towards making it a success. Tbe pro- 
gramme, it must be acknowledged, is an in- 
genious and plausible one; and, as soon as the 
aews of the Bull Run disaster is known on tbe 
other ride, we may expect to see an attempt at 
mce made to red/ce its conditions to practice.

they know that it was, and they furthermore 
know that they could not assert the contrary 
without causing themselves to bo regarded by

If we deemed it at all necessary for the ac- 
complishment of an important purpose to 
prove the genuineness and truth of what we 
published, we could readily do so, hut it is not 
necessary, for no one has or can have an hon 
est doubt upon the subject. How we obtained 
the secrets of the Order we shall never state; 
it is enough to say that we received them in 
such a way that we had a right to give them 
to the world. 

The card that Mr. Kicketts published in the 
city papers two or three days after the appear- 
ance of our exposition was of itself not only 
evidence but proof of the truth of our publi- 
cation. Knights of the Golden Circle in the 
city were insidiously or openly accasing each 
other of having betrayed the secrets of the 
order io us, and Mr. Ricketts, being one of 
the accused, said in his card that he was not 
guilty, and that his accusers were liars and 
scoundrels. If what we gave to the public 
had not been the real secrets and mysteries ol 
the organization, there would have been nr 
criminations and recriminations among the 
Knights as to who was the traitor. All of 
them would have laughed at the whole thing 
as a jest at our expense and the expense of 
our friends, and. Mr. Kicketts would have felt 
himself under no necessity of denying impu- 
tations and stigmatizing their authors as slan- 
derers and villains.

fathers, and the establishment in their steAd of 
a strong Central Government bordering upon 
limited monarchy. The secessionists of Ken 
tacky have denied that any such purpose was 
entertained by any respectable number of per- 
sons in the seceding States. The public well 
know, that, when this denial was given, the 
Kentucky secessionists had no more information 
upon the subject than the Union men had, 
They denied the charge, simply because 
suited their purposes to do so. And they will 
deny any and everything which tends in any 
even the slightest degree to expose the infernal 
wickedness of secession and treason. Scccs 
sion itself is an unmitigated cheat, and hence 
its chief followers have very little regard for 
truth. 

Our readers are already familiar with the 
exposition which Russell, the correspondent 
the London Times, has given of the sentiments 
of the il gentlemen” of South Carolina. Where- 
ever he went in that State he discovered 
very general desire amongst the cotton and 
rice planters to substitute a monarchy in place 
of our republican government. Everywhere he 
found an admiration for British institutions, 
British laws, British sentiments, and British 
society, and an extensive longing to go again 
under the yoke of a British KiDg or Queen. 
But the testimony of Mr Russell is not the 
only evidence of the purpose of the revolution- 
ist to make an entire change in our system of 
government. 

The Chronicle and Sentinel, a leading se- 
cession organ published in Augusta, Georgia, 
in its issue of August -1th, which is now before 
us, contains a speech of Gov. Brown, the 
present Chief Magistrate of the Empire State 
of the South. He is one of the original con- 
spirators in the secession movement. The oc- 
casion of bis speech was the meeting of God. 
Phillips’s brigade of Georgia troops at Atlan- 
ta, on the 2d inst. The brigade was di>banded 
because of some difference between “these in 
authority at Richmond” ami Gov. Brown as 
to its proper management. The Governor did 
not hesitate to complain of the injustice done 
to that brigade by “those in authority at Rich- 
mond.” In his review' of the course pursued 
by “those in authority at Richmond,” he uses 
the following significant language, which all 
Kentuckians should heed who think of giving 
up the best government the world ever saw 
and going into one about which they know 
nothing. Here is the language 

He regretted to see so many indications of a 
disposition on the part of many persons under the 
new Government, to ignore the great doctrine of 
State Rights , and to ireat the States which are 
the very authors of its existence, and which have 
infused breath into its nostrils, as its mere prov- 
inces or dependencies. During the war he was 
willing to yield everything which could be yielded 
without a violation of an important principle, but 



landigham, of Ohio, went to Baltimore to 
make a speech and did not.

Now why did Mr. Breckinridge go to Balti- 
more? Why did he desire to speak there? It 
could have been for no patriotic purpose.

He is no doubt fully 
advised of all the plans of those two arch- 
traitors in reference to the Federal capital and 
the State of Maryland. And it may ho that 
he and Vallandigbam went to prepare the way 
fur an advance upon Maryland by the Confed 
erate army. The conduct of these two men 
fully justifies this opinion. 

As to Mr. Breckinridge, it is well known 
that ho has received at the hands of this paper 
nothing but the kindest treatment. And so 
often have wc spoken of him in complimentary 
terms that our friends have complained. Per- 
sonally, we feel even now very kindly towards 
him, hut a sense of public duty requires us to 
warn the people against the machinations of 
this designing, and, as it now appears, very 
dangerous man. He sila in his place in the 
Senate of the United States with an oath upon 
his soul to support the Federal Constitution, 
and yet he is in constant league with traitors 
to overturn that Constitution. He is a Sena- 
tor of tho United States only in name, since 
he is giving all the aid in his power to the ene- 
my ol his country. He do:s not hesitate to 
attempt to thwart every movement which may 
be made to prevent tho forcible dissolution 
of the Union. Every word he utters, 
every act he performs, all of his political 
associations demonstrate most conclusively 
that if he has not yet committed the overt act 
of treason, he is a traitor at heart, and as such 
deserves, as he will certainly receive, the exe- 
cration of every friend of the Union. If he 
were the open, manly, fearless traitor that 
Yancey or Toombs is, we could have some 
respect for his course. But for an oily, sly, 
artful, dodging traitor wc feel nothing but con- 
tempt. How dare he so wilfully violate the 
great trust which Kentucky has committed to 
his hands as to sit in the Senate of the United 
States with the view to destroy tho very Gov- 
ernment which ho has sworn to support? How 
'dare he so persistingly and defiantly, while the 
official representative of Kentucky in the Con- 
gress of the nation, thwart the will of Ken- 
tucky, so repeatedly and with such overwhelm- 
ing emphasis expressed within the last three 
months? IIow dare he treat so contemptuous- 
ly the earnest desire of Kentucky to see the 
Union of Washington maintained? What has 
become of that high sense of honor which 
once characterized his public life? If any one 
had told us twelve months ago that John C. 
Breckinridge would support himself upon the 
money of the Government which he is schem- 
ing to destroy we should have repelled the 
charge as a vile slander. It is high time that 
Kentucky should resent, in some proper way, 
the insult which this insidious enemy of the 
country is constantly offering to her. If he 
had duo regard for the expressed will of his 
constituents, Mr. Breckinridge would at once 
resign his seat in the Senate and permit some 
ouc to represent Kentucky correctly before the 
nation. But he will not do so. He can’t 
afford to release his hold on “Lincoln’s gold,” 
as the secessionists term it. If he does not 
do so, we earnestly ho|»c and pray that the 
General Assembly of Kentucky, at its ap- 
proaching session, will do all which, in a con- 
stitutional way, it can do to rid the national 
councils of John C. Drockinridge. Let him 
emigrate to the dominions of King Jefferson 
Davis, and we don’t care if he takes Magoffin 
with him.

The whole numl>er of persons that have been 
admitted into the Order in this city is nearly 
or quite three thousand, but by far the greater 
part of them were from other places, and a 
good many have gone as adventurers to the 
Southorn Confederacy. The number of mem- 
bers of the First and Second Degrees now in 
this city is perhaps four or five hundred. Not 
a few of them arc honest and well-meaning

fvTThc Lebanon Kentuckian says that Capt. 
E. A. Graves, recently a Union speaker upon 
frequent occasions, has taken the ground that 
tho people of Kentucky ought to resist the 
payment of the direct tax recently levied by 
the United States Government. We have for 
a considerable time past, although fully ap- 
preciating the gallant Captain’s services, been 
expecting him to fly the Union track. We 
believo he is honest, but he is very unstable 
and erratic, never continuing very long upon 
any one course. 

Those who would have Kentuckians^resist 
the collection of the U. S. taxes are the most 
pestilent of disunionists. They must, if they 
have the capacity to sec the inevitable and im- 
mediate consequences of what they propose, be 
in faypr of changing Kentucky’s condition of 
peace to a condition of war and carrying her 
at once out of the Union. 

If there arc any Union men who are tired of 
being Union men, they may as well avail 
themselves of the tax question as of any other 
to become disunionists. But wc should like 
to inquire whether, in case they succeed in 
getting Kentucky into the Southern Confed- 
eracy, they will insist upon our people’s mak- 
ing forcible resistance to the collection of the 
enormous war taxes of that Confederacy. 

If Kentuckians won’t, as citizens of the Uni- 
ted States, pay the U. S. war taxes, and won’t, 
in the event of their becoming citizens of the 
Southern Confederacy, pay that Confederacy’s 
war taxes, we presume there is no other 
course than for Kentucky to erect herself into 
an independent national sovereignty, go to 
war with both the Northern and the Southern 
governments, and pay her own war taxes — un- 
less Capt. Graves and other patriots of his or- 
der should advise forcible resistance to even 
them. 

CvTln our opinion, both the Republican and 
the Democratic parties of the non-slavehold- 
ine States should, as such, give up their or- 
ganizations and go into dissolution. The 
Democratic party, by its most uncalled for 
and wanton repeal of the Missouri Compro- 
mise, created the whole occasion for the 
springing of the Republican party into exis- 
tence, and the Republican party, by electing a 
President and a Vice President of the United 
States upon a sectional platform, created, as 
all intelligent men saw that it would, an oc- 
casion for secession, dissolution, and war. 

It seems to us that neither of the two patties 
in question has now any peculiar mission that 
ought to be fulfilled. We are very clear in 
the conviction that the whole patriotic portion 
of the nation should spontaneously resolve 
itself into one great party for the Union, the 
Constitution, and the Enforcement of the 
Laws. 

CSTTo determine which of the two parties is 
the party of peace and order, and which the 
party of violence and tumult, look at the dif- 
ferent localities in our State where these parties 
respectively prevail. In all cases the contrast 
is great and striking. In the strong Union 
districts we find quiet, toleration, harmony, 
and good neighborhood; in the disunion places 
we find rage, strife, persecution, deeds of pub- 
lic violence, the driving of men from their 
hemes for the quiet expression of patriotic 
opinions or even for the suspicion of holding 
such opinions. 

From these facts the broad distinction be- 
tween the general characters of the two parties 
is sufficiently made manifest.

€3^The reflections belowr oro from the hand 
of a gentleman of most excellent sense both 
civil and military: 

Neutrality. — The policy of tho leaders 
of the Confederate army has been shrewd 
and sagacious in tho highest degree. After 
the secession of the principal Southern States, 
the adoption of their Constitution, and the 
mustering of their forces, tbeir first effort 
was to transplant the seat of war from tbeir 
own soil to that of the Border States. This was 
accomplished in Virginia. Before the secession 
ordinance wa3 submitted to the vote of the people 
of that State, not less than 50,060 troops from 
the various seceded States were in thecccupancv 
of her territory. What influence this powerful 
body of men exercised in the control of the elec- 
tion need not be told. A most unaccountable 
political change in tho people occurred, the like 
of which can no whero be found. Their object 
was so far attained. A new Stato to be devasta 
ted, their own precious South to be saved, and 
their crops secured. This army in Virginia, lo 
cated in a country accessible to provisions, dotted 
over with mountain passes easily* fortified, ar.d al- 
most unassailable — in striking distance of Wash- 
ington City, which it continually threatened, 
holds tho whole Federal army in check. Nothing 
hut the most enormous advantage in numbers and 
equipments can enable the commander of our 
forces to drive them back. Here must lie con- 
centrated the great power— here must be the 
grand army. 

The Confederates feel and know the absolute 
necessity of holding tbeir present position. Their 
hope is, that, if protracted a few months longer, 
with no defeat on their part, the war may he con- 
cluded by negotiation and their independence se- 
cured. It is upon this consideration that their 
tactics will he ami are now based. It is, if possi- 
ble, to divert the strength of the Government 
from the main position on tho Potomac, to pre 
vent the concentration of such masses of men 
there as will he able l»y tbeir force of numbers to 
drive back the Confederate troops towards Rich- 
mond, and thereby' in reality terminate the war. 

The great idea with the Confederate directors 
of the war is to accomplish this end by scatter- 
ing the war through Maryland, Missouri, and 
Kentucky. And their plans have been innocent- 
ly but most effectually' strengthened, and, in a 
great, measure, adapted on our part by dividing 
our forces in Virginia. War brings its ills on all. 
The good suffer— suffer even unto death. It Li 
one of the chances that each man and each local 
ity lakes. One may' escape, hut another must 
suffer. The great object of all great generals 
should he to make the war sharp and decisive. 
Bloody it may' be, but bloody to save blood 
Suppose General McClellan's column, instead o 
being slopped at Grafton, had been pushed 
on to Harper’s Ferry, with all its inuni 
tions, transportation, &c., and a concerted 
movement with McDowell's forces upon Mana;- 
sas had been made. Tho wail of the fallon would 
have gone up through the land; but it would 
not hive been repeated hereafter. The three 
months' men would have finished the war. What 
gooddil McClellan accomplish in Virginia? He 
protected a loyal fragment of the State. But did 
that protection compensate for the slaughter at 
Bull’s Run? Would not the capture of Manassas 
have equally protected, by withdrawing Wise 
and his forces)* Look at Missouri, and tbeir poli- 
cy there. They are sending troops into that 
State from Tonnessee and Arkansas. What good 
do they expect to accomplish by this except to

Now turn your eye upon Kentucky, and see 
wh*t her policy should be as a loyal State. 
Unarmed as we ore, considered in a military 
point of view, what concerted, opposition could we 
make to an invasion from Tennessee without the 
present aid of large numbors of Federal troops, 
wbo e destination should bo the Potomac instead 
of the Tennessee river. It may be urged tbai 
this is cowardly and pusillanimous. We do not 
I x>k upon it in that light. The prayer of everv 
good man ia to see the war concluded. If portions 
of Kentucky are devastated by the rebels from 
Tennessee, our defence must be in ourselves. If 
more arms can he procured, let them he put in the 
hands of men who will carryout the thrice ex- 
pressed will of the people of the State. Lot the 
Home Guards hive a better defined existence, a 
better e-Ublished foundation. Let not Kentucky, 
instead of being an aid to the Federal Govern- 
ment, l»a a tax upon her — a tax in troops more 
needod elsewhere. 

If any other course be pursued, it will but ad 
vance the purposes of the Confederate leaders in 
ecattering the war. Their only policy is procras- 
tination. Let all the Federal troops be concen- 
trated in Virginia, and let the Union men in Ken- 
tucky take care of themselves. This they can 
do, and will do; but let it be done so as not to 
divert one company even from the march on Vir- 
ginia. We look only _to the consummation of a 
peace, and a general restoration of order and 
business; and that should be effectuated at all 
hazards at tho earliest practicable moment. All 
the available Confederate forces are concentrated 
in Virginia. Their very existence depend* on 
that army. Once routed, disorganized, and driven 
from that State, the war is over. The Union 
feeling, so long crushed, will rise in its power, 
and the people of the South will command a peace, 
and in such tones that neither politicians nor mil- 
itary chieftains c*n resist its authority.

Then all became silent, and Ihe 
wllors of the people rase and said solemnly (the 
pople repeating after them). ‘ Now, we choose 
you for our king; we engage to listen to you and 
to )boy you.” A silence followed, and presently 
th» silk hat, which ii the emblem of Mpongwe’s 
royalty, was brought iu and placed on Nj >goni’.s 
be*d. lie was then dressed in a red gown ar.d 
received the greatest marks ( f respect from all 
who bad just now abused him. Now followed a 
ax days’ festival, during which the poor king, 
who had taken with the office also the name of 
bis predecessor, was obliged to receive his sub- 
ject in his own house, and was not allowed to 
stir out; six da vs of indescribable gorging of 
food and had rum— of lieastly drurkinnesa and 
uproarious feet ivity. Numbers of strangers came 
in from surrounding villages to pay their re- 
spect.*;, and a’l brought m re rum, mnro pilm 
wdre, and more food. Everything that tended 
toward festivity was given away, and all who 
carao were welcome.

The Failure of the Eastern Mail — 
We should bo pleased to know whether the 
failure of the Fi&storn mail to reach this city 
on Saturdays is according to law. If the Sat- 
urday failure are an institution, we must sub- 
mit, but it is rather disap rceable. If it would 
be as convenient to the Postmaster-General, it 
would be a gratification to the public if the 
failure could be transferred to 6ome other day. 
In that case wc might have amends made tty 
next day, but “fixing” it for Saturdays is very 
inconvenient, because wo have to do without 
our Eastern mail for three days. We have 
had no mail from that quarter since last Fii- 
day, and the same inconvenience has happened 
several times recently. 



Kfu.el Outrages in Southern Kentucky. — 
A parly of six young men, between the ages of 
fifteen and twenty, arrived in this city on Satur- 
day evening from the vicinity of Columbus, Ky. 
Four of the number are named Busby and tie 
other two are named Harp. These young men 
give a distressing account of the state of affairs 
in the vicinity of Columbus. On Sunday last an 
officer from the Southern camp at Union City 
visited the neighborhood of Columbus and warned 
ten families to leavo within two hours. There was 
some hesitation on the part of the Union men, 
and they were t illed upon again before the time 
expired ai d warned that they could choose tbe 
alternative between hanging and leaving. Mr. 
Busby, the father of two of the ycung men who 
arrived here is an aged man, nearly blind, and 
lias a family of six young children. In addition 
to that embarrassment, bo had a large crop 
ungathered, and a vast amount of business un- 
settled. He was forced, however, to gather to- 
gether hastily whatever he could, and, with his 
family, was driven away from his home. There 
is no accusation whatever against the individuals 
thus driven from their homes save that they en- 
tertain 1’nion sentiments. The young men al- 
luded to, who arrived here on Saturday eveuing, 
had a sad experience on their travels to this city. 
Their feet were blistered, (heir clothes torn, and 
their flesh lacerated. They were forced to travel 
at night and lie by during the day, in order to 
avoid scouting parties of secessionists, many cf 
whom they encountered on their way. The party 
left this city yesterday for Shelby county, where 
they have relatives. 



RIVER AND STEAMBOAT NEWS. 



The river is rising at this point, with four 
feet eight inches water in the canal. The weath- 
er is warm % and considerable rain fell on Satur- 
day and yesterday. 

The Trio, Captain John A. Dickinson, is now 
fairly installed in the Lonisville and Kentucky 
river trade, and will leave this port every Wed- 
nesday at one o'clock for Madison and Carrollton 
and every Friday at one for Madison, Carrollton, 
and Cedar Creek, the latter on the Kentucky 
river. Her officers are strict ia their attention to 
business, and the Trio will be found a great con- 
venience iu the local trade. 

The tine steamer Commercial, Captain J. B. 
Archer, is the regular mail and passenger packet 
for Henderson this afternoon, leaving at five 
o'clock. Messrs. Duvall and Green are tbe 
clerks. 

The elegant new steamer Maj. Anderson will 
leave for Cincinnati at noon to day. 

The popular steamer Hettie Gilmore, Capt. A. 
T. Gilmore, will leave for Owensboro at the usual 
hour this afternoon. Capt. Harry McDougal has 
charge of tbe < ffice. 

The gun boats A. O. Tyler, Connestoga, and 
Lexington coaled at Cannelton, Ind., on Wednes- 
day night. 

The engines and machinery for the new gun 
boats will cost upwards of $20, COO each.

Choice Fruit, — We have been favored with 
specimens of pears, plums, and other fruits grown 
upon the farm of George Herr, Esq., of Jefferson 
county. They were large, luKcioos, and of delic- 
ious flavor. Mr. Herr labored zealously to per- 
fect the culture of fruit, and bis labors have met 
with a degree of success which entitles him to 
the highest praise. Some of the most valued 
contributions made to the exhibitions of the State 
Horticultural Society are from the orchards and 
vineyard and garden of Mr. Herr. 



The Result. — We have not yet received the 
complete official returns from the election on Mon- 
day, but have reliable accounts from nearly ever}' 
county in the State. Garrard, the Union candi- 
date, has been elected Trea c urer without opposi- 
tion, twenty-eight of the thirty-eight members 
composing the Senate are Union men, and from 
seventy-five to eighty of the one hundred Repre- 
sentatives entertain strong Union sentiments. 
Tbe rout of the Secessionists has been complete. 



A Great Beet.— We are indebted to Will D. 
Gentry, of the Hopkinsville Press, for a fpecirren 
beet from tbe “kitchen gaiden” of Mr. Cotton, 
of Christian county, Ky. The huge osculant 
weighs eight pounds fourteen ounces avoirdupois 
and measures fifteen inches in length and twenty- 
two inches in circumference. It is quite a reali- 
zation of tho fabulous stories of California vegeta- 
tion. We are clearly of the (pinion that it is the 
alpha beta of its kind in Kentucky. 



Affairs at Cumberland Gap. — A friend has 
shown us a private letter from a correspondent 
at Cumberland Gap, under date of the 3d inst., 
from which we make the following extract: “On 
Saturday, the 3d inst., the rebels at the Cumher- 
lind Gap were reinforced by one hundred and fifty 
men, and two small cannon. Our village | Bar- 
lioursville | has been in a state of the wildest ex- 
citement since about twolve o'clock yesterday, at 
w'hich time sixty East Tennesseeans inarched 
in bearing at the head of their ranks the stars 
and stripes. They were welcomed by our people 
with loud and continued shouts of enthusiasm 
and joy. In addition to these there are about 
one hundrod in Whitley county, and more of 
them are expected daily.” 



•HT We aro assured that a gentleman named 
Dudley, who is connected with the secession troo| s 
at Camp Boone, neir Clarksville, passed through 
the city on Friday on bis way to Lexington, Ky., 
the object of his visit being to raise men to fill up 
one of the regiments at Camp Boone. One regi- 
ment of Kentuckians there Is complete. When both 
regiments shall have been fully organized, they are 
to be detailod, according to Mr. Dudley's account, 
for service at the Cumberland Gap. It is tbe de- 
sign of tho rebels to intercept all supplies sent by 
way of tho Gap ty the Union men of East Ten- 
nesseo.

States frigate Constitution, in which were cap- 
tured the British frigate Guerriere on the 11th 
of August, 1812, and the British frigate Java on 
the 29th of December, 1812, the State of Vir- 
ginia bestows this sword.”

African Exploration. — A letter from I>r. 
Livingstone’s African Expedition, dated at the 
Comoro Islands, April 22, gives tbe following ac- 
count of the progress of tho exploration: 

We have been up the Rovuma about thirty 
miles in the steamer. The appearance of the 
banks showed that it had fallen recently four or 
five feet; and while cutting wood, on the 15th 
and 16th of March, it fell seven inches in twenty- 
four hours. This was rather a serious matter in 
an unknown river. We had Bishop M'Kenzie 
and one of his clergymen on board, and the others 
were waiting at Johanna. We began to fear that 
if we proceeded much further up the river the 
Pioneer might be unable to got d »wn again be- 
fore the rainy season in December next, which 
would delay the missionary party nearly a whole 
year. So we determined to return to the sea at 
once, take them up the Shire, and thence explore 
Nyassa and Rovuma. We have great hopes that 
the Rovuma will be the path into the Lake. The 
natives all say that it comes out of Nyassa, 
which is a month beyond tbe highest point. A 
few (lav* further up than the Pioneer went, at. the 
town of Dondo, chief of the Makonda, the river, 
they eay, becomes narrow and very deep, flowing 
between high rocky banks. Some affirmed posi- 
tivelv that a canoe could go up all the way and 
into Nyassa. 

The scenery on the Rovuma much surpasses 
that on the lower Zambesi. In an hour after 
leaving tbe mangroves we enter a charming 
country, with a 'leautiful range of well worded 
hills on either fide of the river. These ridges 
are perhaps 250 feet high near the sea, becoming 
higher as they stretch inland, until, about thirty 
miles from the co«st, thev attain an altitude of 
nearly a thousard feet. There is an abundance 
of tbe valuable woods, as ebony, the largest we 
havo ever yet seen, and a hard, heavy wood re- 
sembling mahogany. We saw some tine species 
of the fustic dye wood, a number of cultiva ed

They are a blackguardly-looking set of 
half-caste Arabs near the coast, and reminded us 
of the slave-trading party wo met at tbe foot of 
Lake Nyassa. The people improved as we got 
away from tho coast, but were poor, and evident- 
ly oppressed by the Arab half-castes. Their lan- 
guage h similar to that of Senna and tbe Man- 
gar ji people 

On the day we put to sea all the Pioneer's crew, 
officers, and men, except the two a uvrterm asters, 
were down with fever, and the Bishop, who soon 
recovered, and the original Z imbesi expedition, 
viz.: Dr*. Livingstone and Kirk, with myself, 
a leading stoker, and a sailor, had to steer, steam, 
keep watch, &c., until the others recovered. Feb- 
ruary, March, and April are the fever months. 



In a few days we reached Mohilla, one of the Co- 
moro Islands. This, like tbe others, is of vol- 



canic origin — a miss of mountains and bills, 
frightfully scarred and furrowed, butcovered with 
a dense green vegetation The inhabitants are a 
n.ixcd race of Arabs and their conquerors, the na- 
tives of Madagascar. Thet'jeen, an intelligent 
lady, speaks French fluently. The inhabitants 
are Mohammedans. We were gratified to And 
schools in Fumbone, tho capital, in which girls as 
well as boys were learning to read. Tho teacher 
is paid by the job — ten dollars for teaching a child 
o read. The clever ones, he said, learn to read 
in rix months, but the dull on©3 take two years. 
Two French agents, who were formerly iu Mada- 
giscar, are now residing in the capital.

Hampton has been burnt. Scouts and fugitives 
brought word of the approach of a large Confed- 
erate force from Yorktown. These rumor* were 
confirmed by 5 o’clock P. M , by a deserter from 
the rebels, a native of Maine, but resident of 
Georgia. He has been stationed at Yorktown 
since June l*t. On Frida v last, Magrnder left 
\ orktown with a force of 7,000 mon, including 
2. 500 cavalry and 8 pieces of artillery. Monday 
night they encamped at Grert Bethel, which was 
completely deserted. Tue -day night thev ad- 



vanced toward Hamoton, and at noon yesterday, 
took up position on Baltic river some three miles 



from the town. He thinks the object of the ex- 
pedition is to draw out forces, attack Camp Ham- 
ilton or Newport News, if practicable, and at 
least to destroy Hampton, so as to prevent their 
using it for winter quarters. General Butler at 
< nee repaired to tins end of Hampton bridge, 
where be remained till eleven o’clock. 

C< l. Web* r erected a barricade near tho Hamp- 
ton end of the bridge ami placed a strong guard 
at various points this side of tbo creek A few 
minutes past midnight Gen. Magruder, with 
about 500 rebel-, entered the town and imme- 
diately fired it. Tbe greater part of the 500 
houses were built with wood, and no rain having 
fallen lately, a strong south wind soon produced 
a terrible conflagration. There were perhaps 
twenty white people and double that number of 
negroes remaining in the town from inability to 
move, some of whose houses were fired without 
wskmg the inmates. Several of the whites and 
also the negroes wero hurried away to be pressed 
into the rebel service. A company of rebels at- 
tempted to force tho passage of the bridge, but 
were repulsed with a loss of three killed and six 
wounded. Tbe tire raged all night. Tho rebels 
withdrew towards morning, and ut noon to-day, 
when I visited the place, but seven or eight build’ 
inga were left standing. 

Gen. Magruder has encamped near New Mar- 
ket Bridge, lie will hardly venture to attack 
Newport News. 

May how, the de erter, says there have been 
about' seven thousat d rebel troops stationed at 
1 orktown, aud some te i t days ago a battalion 
c »me down to the outskirts of Hampton and car- 
ried away 180 negroes. Provisions were abund- 
ant at Yorktowr, and most volunteers are receiv- 
ing new uniforms for tbe winter campaign. 

The destruction of the town was a wanton act 
of cruel»y, both for tbo residents and U'uionUts; 
and, moreover, entirely useless, as Gen. Butler 
intends to winter bis armv many miles beyond 
Hampton. An attempt will be made to 'foist 
these acts on the General, but after ten o’clock 
on Wednesday night there was not a Federal 
soldier in Hampton. 

A lligof truce ia just in from Norfolk, with 
Miss Mayo, a niece of Gen. Scott, who is on her 
way from Richmond to New York. She states 
that the rebels attribute the act to General 
Butler.
